OTTAWA (CPI—Speaking In 
French In a broadcast on the first 
Canadian war loan RL Hon. Er¬ 
nest Lapointe, Minister of Jus¬ 
tice, said: "We will do our duty 
freely and I feel confident the 
province of Quebec, true to Its 
traditions, will subscribe gener¬ 
ously to this national effort."

From Ottawa Citizen 

The Canadian Welfare Council Is to be 
commended for pointing out that the relief 
problem has scarcely been touched by four 
months of war and that the easy assump¬ 
tion that war orders will soon give every man 
a Job may be erroneous. 

Canada enters the first winter of the war, 
mwdini to the Welfare Council's review of 
social conditions, “with what will prove at 
best perhaps 100,000 fewer persons depen¬ 
dent upon public aid than last winter.” But 
to imagine that the remainder of the 9 73,000 
persons who were on some form of direct 
relief at this time last year wtU be progres¬ 
sively absorbed Into Industry or the army Is 
to hug a delusion. 

The Welfare Council says that there are 
<73,000 people on urban relief—and have 
been steadily for four years—who sill prob¬ 
ably remain on the lists for a long time to 
came. In this total are USflQQ tal3QflOQ.de- 
rcribed as "able-bodied and employable,” 
with 330,000 dependents. The description I* 
deceptive, however, for tew of them com¬ 
mand marketable skill, many are worn and 
far from fit, and scarcely any would be 
eligible lor the army. 

Altogether "three-quarter* of this total, 
under present methods, will never become 
telf-supporilng aga'n " They are largely the 
victims of deterioration Imposed by condi¬ 
tion* In the last eight vests or so. And to 
them must be added at least SOflOO persons 
admitted to be permanently unemployable. 

It la not a pretty picture, although It prob¬ 
ably Is no worse than In other dynocratlc 
countries. The point to be remembered, 
however, la that the hope that war activity 
win remove the relief problem is baseless. 
There Is still much to be done on the home 
front

SHIPS OF CONCRETE 

From the Toronto Telegram 
British shipbuilders, working 
under the new Ministry of Ship, 
ping, are planning large scale 
construction of ocesn-golng ves¬ 
sels built of reinforced concrete 
Instead of steel. Reinforced con¬ 
crete ships, tried successfully dur¬ 
ing the last war ln Scandinavia, 
France. Italy, and on a large 
scale. In the United State*, require 
leas steel and skilled labor for 
their construction than do ordin¬ 
ary vessels. ' 

Tried before ln Britain only on 
an extremely limited experi¬ 
mental basis, concrete ship con¬ 
struction demands only a slipway 
and ordinary building contractor’s 
equipment. Maintenance of the 
finished ship Is also reduced, as 
cleaning and painting are unneces 
■ary. 

Though entirely seaworthy, the 
concrete cralt are considerably 
heavier than steel vessels of the 
same size and are slower. They 
They are often launched upside 
down because construction Is 
easier and cheaper, If the keel is 
uppermost.
